Young Lady is Rescued by Jesse Trent 


Whom She Asked to Return 


Her Letters. 


Miss Hailey Smith, daughter of the 
Rev. Mr. Smith, of Ogilville, tried to 
commit suicide about b o’clock Mon­ 
day evening by drowning herself in 
White river near Pleasant Grove, be­ 
cause of a difficult}' with her lover, 
Jesse 
Trent.

with 
Trent for some time and has written 
him a number of letters. 
Monday she 
came to Freetown to visit friends and 
during the afternoon secured a buggy 
and drove to Trent’s home near Pleas­ 
ant Grove. 
It is said that when Miss Smith ar­ 
rived at the house she and Trent en­ 
gaged in a long conversation, at which 
time she asked him for her letters 
which she had written him. 
Directly 
after the conversation the girl, follow­ 
ed by Trent, walked towards the river 
and before she could be reached, 
jumped into the water. 
Trent called 
to a fisherman nearby who assisted in 
rescuing the girl. 
She was taken to 
the home of John (’rothers where med­ 
ical aid was given by a Brownstown 
physician, who worked with her until 
midnight. 
It is said that when Miss Smith and 
Trent were engaged in the conversa­ 
tion, she threatened to commit sui- 
idc, and that was the reason he fid- 
owed her to the river bank. 
It is 
reported that she stated some months 
ago that she intended to take her own 
life. 
The girl was seen drivingin Browns­ 
town Monday afternoon but when 
questioned concerning her trip there 
s h e said that she had no recollection, 
whatever, of being in that place. Miss 
Smith has been acquainted with Trent 
for several years, hut had some diffi­ 
culty last February. 
Since that time, 
it seems, no correspondence h a s pas­ 
sed between them. 
Rev. and Mrs. Smith, parents of the 
girl, were notified Monday night and 
arrived at Pleasant Grove this morn­ 
ing. 
The young lady was taken to 
Freetown, where she will he eared for 
at the home of a friend until she 
able to he taken home. 


Now that H ailey’s comet is no 
longer visible astronomers have time 
to look for other unusual occurences, 
and report that on Friday, June 17, 
there will be an eclipse of the sun un­ 
like any other eclipse ever recorded. 
The eclipse will be of a very inter­ 
esting character, from the fact that 
for a few seconds it wilhbe an annular 
ellipse, then changing to a total 
| eclipse, then back to an annular for 
the second time. There is no record of 
any such occurrence in any history of 
astronomy, although there is a record 
of annular eclipses for 400 years and 
of total eclipses for thousands of 
years. 
The eclipse as a partial phase 
of greater or less magnitude will be 
visible over the North American con­ 
tinent from the north, decreasing in 
size as it passes through Canada and 
the States. 
It will begin shortly a f­ 
ter 7 o’clock in the morning and last 
all dav.

The question whether faith healers

of Lida \Y. Hazlitt against the state, 
the transcript of which was tiled yes­ 
terday. 
Mrs. Hazlitt. who operates 
the Metaphysical Healing Home at 
Richmond,

months ago, charged with treating a 
14-year-old girl named Lillie May of 
Newcastle who died while at the home. 
The girl had been treated for tubercu­ 
losis by several physicians before be­ 
ing taken to Richmond. 
At the trial 
the defense contended that as no med­ 
icine was used, Mrs. Hazlett’s treat­ 
ment did not constitute the practice 
of medicine. 


By a change in the form of Postal 
money orders and the elimination of 
the mail advice to postmasters of the 
issuance of money orders, Postmaster 
General Hitchcock expects to save 
the government approximately $500,- 
090 a year. 
The order making the 
changes were issued today, by the 
postmaster general.

Points That Must Be Borne In Mind 
When Change Is Sought. 
In “Replanning a Farm For Profit.“ 
the title of farmers’ bulletin No. 370, 
issued by the United States depart­ 
ment of ag riculture, rho matter of 
chang ing the ty pe of ag riculture on a 
farm when the old is found to be no 
long er profitable is treated 
The bulle­ 
tin say s: 
Habit frequently continues a ty pe of 
farming in a community long after 
that 
ty pe 
has become unprofitable. 
Wheat farming on fertile virg in soil is 
usually profitable, but there are many 
instances In the United States where 
farmers have continued to g row wheat 
for a number of y ears after it had 
ceased to be a profitable crop. 
The 
same is true of cotton. A two y ear ro­ 
tation of corn and oats has been con 
I tinned in portions of the corn belt not- 


j withstanding the fact that it is often 
j unprofitable, little or uo money being 
made on eitlier crop. Frequently these 
unprofitable ty pes of farming continue 
throug h a series of y ears or until the 
property chang es bands or new meth 
ods are introduced. The farmer finds 
it hard to chang e a lifelong habit. 
A man who bas g rown up with the 
ag riculture of a community is slow to 
believe that the ty pe of farming he 
has followed and which was at one 
time profitable lias at last become un 
suited to his conditions. It is no small 
task to think out and chang e his long 
used ty pe to some better kind of farm ­ 
ing . 
There are several reasons why ! 
such a chang e is difficult. 
It may 
mean a new line of equipment. Build- i 
ing s may need modification or fences ! 
must be rearrang ed. It may mean tbe 
introduction of commercial fertilizers 
or of more or different live stock on 
the farm. 
It may mean that money 
will have to be borrowed if the pro­ 
posed chang es are effected. 
Further­ 
more, the chang e may not succeed. At 
best the taking up of a uevv line of 
farming requires a readjustment of the 
usual way s of thinking and doing , a 
thing difficult in itself and requiring 
considerable time to accomplish. 
Notwithstanding habit may set the 
farmer in his way s, altered conditions 
and lessened y ield and income may 
compel him to chang e his sy stem or 
g o out of business. 
To what shall he 
chang e? 
How shall he g o about it? 
W hat ty pe of farming is likely to 
prove more profitable than the kind he 
is now following ? 
What additional 
capital is necessary to institute a new 
and better sy stem? 
These are the 
questions that confront him. They are 
j 
difficult to answer. 
With pencil and 
I paper in hand he may estimate the re- 
! turns that may reasonably be ex pected 
by introducing more crops that build 
up tbe land, by g rowing more of the 
I crop that is bring ing him in the g reat­ 
est amount of money , by g iving mole 
attention to the live stock that has 
been found to pay best and the like. 
If in these calculations he meets 
with difficulty because of a lack of 
definite information as to w hat may be 
¡ reasonably ex pected when improved 
methods are applied in the culture of 
a crop or in the handling of stock he 
may write to the ag ricultural colleg e 
or the board of ag riculture or tbe ag ri­ 
cultural ex periment station of bis own 
state or to the United States depart­ 
ment of ag riculture for help. 
It is 
the business of these institutions to 
discover and g ather facts relative to 
the science, practice and business of 
ag riculture for the benefit of tbe farm ­ 
er and particularly for the farmer who 
W’ants to improve his methods of farm ­ 
ing .

The farmers of the state 
call her the g irl wonder and admit 
that Hillside is one of the most pros­ 
perous farms in New Jersey . 
Althoug h Miss Bitting has only re­ 
cently taken complete control, she has 
assisted her uncle for several y ears. 
Her father offered to pay the ex penses 
of a colleg e course, but the g irl pre­ 
ferred farming to colleg e life and in­ 
sisted ou helping her uncle. 
While at school she passed her va­ 
cations with her uncle and soon was 
able to do the work of a man.

Corncobs Useful. 
Save the corncobs. 
They are g ood i 
for smoking the meat in the absence ! 
of hickory wood, and they are splendid 
for burning to a charred condition for 
the hog s. 
The surplus cobs should all 
g o Into the manure. 
They are g ood 
absorbers of liquids and improvers of 
soil tex ture, besides supply ing some 
fertilizing elements and adding humus 
to the soil. 


To Balance a Ration. 
In order to balance a ration and 
supposing the farm er has g rown corn 
and timothy hay , he should purchase 
clovei 
ay , bran and ollmeal. 
Corn 
and clover hay make a fairly wrell 
balanced ration, the 
co rn furnishing 
the carbohy drates a nd the clo v er the 
protein and mineral 
ma tter. 


Rt>ot Celery. 
Not every one knows there is a va­ 
riety of celery which makes a larg e 
root like a turnip and is an ex ceeding ­ 
ly fine salad veg etable.

Glenn H. Curtiss, 
avUo steered his 
aero p lane thro ugh the treachero us air 
currents o f the Hudso n riv er fro m Al­ 
bany , N. Y., to New Yo rk city o u Sun­ 
day mo rning. May 20, w inning the $10,- 
000 p rize which bad been o ffered by the 
New Yo rk Wo rld, suggested the o ther 
day that an ideal ro ute fo r ano ther 
test wo uld be fro m New Yo rk to W ash 
ingto n, a distance o f so me 235 miles, 
o r p o ssibly there and back again, with 
o nly eno ugh sto p s to rep lenish the 
sto re o f gaso line. 
Such a co urse, he said, wo uld be 
mo re difficult than the trip fro m Al­ 
bany to New Yo rk, tho ugh the air cur­ 
rents wo uld p ro bably be less danger 
o us. 
The difficulties that he antici­ 
p ates are in the heav ily wo o ded land 
and the lo w lv ing riv ers with high 
banks, fro m which he wo uld ex p ect 
sudden and v ary ing currents, which 
wo uld try the skill o f an av iato r. 
W hile resting in his ap artm ents in 
the Ho tel Asto r at New Yo rk Mr. C ur­ 
tiss was asked what ro ute he wo uld 
co nsider desirable fo r the nex t aero 
p lane test. 
After so me reflectio n he 
decided that It wo uld be between New 
Yo rk and W asiungum . 
Then he sug ­ 
gested : 
“If so me o ne o ffered a p rize fo r the 
trip to W ashingto n it m ight affo rd i 
go o d chance fo r a race. 
T h at wo uld 
be interesting fo r the p ublic as well us 
fo r the co ntestants. 
A race o f that 
kind sho uld be o v er a co urse where 
p eo p le co uld see it lap a fte r lap alo ng 
the who le co urse. 
Between New Yo rk I 
and W ashingto n there are many to wns 
and cities. 
The ro ute sho uld be cho sen 
alo ng the line o f n railro ad. 


Good L a n d in g Places an Advantage. 
“There Is no thing so stirring as an 
aero p lane race, esp ecially where the 
p eo p le o n the gro und can see the m a­ 
chines during the who le co urse. And 1 
can say fro m ex p erience th at it is v ery 
ex citing fo r the co ntestants. 
In co n 
aidering a ro ute between New Yo rk 
and W ashingto n o ne is immediately 
struck with the many ex cellent land­ 
ing p laces. 
There are sev eral race 
tracks, fo r instance, and large athletic 
fields betw een New Yo rk and W ash­ 
ingto n. At Philadelp hia there is F rank ­ 
lin field. 
Altho ugh it has the dra w ­ 
back o f being in the city limits, it is 
a large field and lev el. T he o ld Pimlico 
race track, just o utside o f Baltimo re, 
Is also a bro ad sp ace, inclo sed so as 
to keep the cro wds back sho uld an 
av iato r land there. 
And, o f co urse, 
there is the Hennings race track, just 
o utside o f Washingto n. 
“The

S u g g e s ts Three Stops. 
“Well, at a ro ugh guess 1 sho uld say 
that three sto p s wo uld no t be unrea­ 
so nable.” be rep lied. 
“A stip ulatio n 
that the co ntestant must fly bo th w ay s 
wo uld, o f co urse, be far mo re difficult 
and wo uld do ubtless require two day s 
fo r the ro und trft> because o f w eather 
co nditio ns and o ther co nsideratio ns.” 
Curtiss ap p eared to be the calmest 
m an in New Yo rk at the end o f his 
great flight. To the o bserv er it seemed 
as if he did no t lo o k o n It atf* a v ery 
great feat. 
H ere is tlie av iato r’s o w n simp le nar­ 
rativ e o f the flight o f 150 miles in 2 
ho urs and 54 minutes: 
“W hen 
I 
was w atching the wind 
blustering o v er Albany o n W ednesday 
(May 25) I felt assured it wo uld blo w 
Itself o ut and there wo uld be an ho ur 
o r two o f calm befo re ano ther sto rm 
wind co uld blo w up . 
It was the p ro b­ 
lem o f a high fo llo wing a lo w, and 
that is why I was o ut at 5 o ’clo ck this 
mo rning (May 29 ) ready to get away . 
“I fo und I had figured to o readily 
with the wind, ho wev er, aud it was 
still blo wing itself o ut when I left the 
ho tel. 
B ut at 0 the tail end o f It had 
co me alo ng, and the sm o ke in the 
Standard Oil wo rks near my cam p 
w as curling up ward. 
In ano ther ho ur 
I was certain the wind w as thro ugh 
to stay and decided to get under way . 


T h e Gasoline Problem . 
“The p ro blem o f gaso line was no t 
serio us. 
I started o ut w ith ten gallo ns 
and had three left at the farm (Gill 
farm , near Po ughkeep sie) when I sto p ­ 
p ed to rep lenish the sup p ly .

“ I ex p ected tro uble at Peekskill.

to the w ater, so as to av o id any p o ssi­ 
ble co nflicting currents, ho wev er, and I 
guess that Is why I did no t ex p erience 
the co nditio ns the steam bo at and sail­ 
bo at men had w arned me abo ut.
